325 of the pf the hapless Italians 
met death a1 the hands of their 
erswhile allies, and 172 were Injur- 
ed when the German plane sneaked 
in to launch its load of destruction 
squarely into the Jammed holds 
where the prisoners slumbered. 

"V'ou've got to hand It to the 
Jerries,” LI. Anding said philosoph- 
ically. "It was about the swpUest 
Job of a sneak attack that could be 
made.” I 

The atiac'k came at 11:30' one 
dark night after the ship left port 
crowded to the gunwales with un- 
happy Italians whosp fighting days 
were over. A Nazi torpedo plane 
glided in from the landward side 
with its motors shut off, using tbe 
bluff coastline as its background. 

Alert lookouts spotted the raider 
at the moment it dropped its or- 
pedo, marking the slight splash 
made as the deadly missile slipped 
Into the water. Armed Guard gun 
crews rushed to their battle sta- 
tions. 

^ Immediately the aircraft gunned 
Its engines, turned on Its running 
lights, and roared away overhead. 

This ancient ruse fooled the ship’s 
mate, who mistook the plane for a 
friendly one and forbade the anx- 
ious gunners to Are. 

A moment later it was too late 
‘for the plane vanished and the tor- 
pedo struck. 

"It's almost Impossible to tell 
much about the pandemonium that- 
resulted,’' Anding said. 

"First the forward boom cracked 
down, and one of the cables stun- 
ned the British guard who watched 
over the prison holds." This left 
no control over the panic-stricken 
Italians, who boiled out of the 
hatches, fighting over the bodies 
of their comrades in a desperate 
rush for safety. 

"A great number of the prisoners 
were killed, drowned, or Injured in 
the number one or two holds, 
which flooded rapidly after the ex- 
plosion. A large number of pris- 
oners Jumped overboard."

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Newspapers Are Still 
Free in Spfte ot War

Newspapers are like people. 'n>ey are conservatlva 
and dependable, flashy and capricious, radical and cru- 
sading. Timid, little Mr. Milquetoast home editions, 
and bold, extroverted Huey Long tabloids rub pages on 
the news-stands every day. 

^ke people, newspapers have been reared In adher- 
ence to certain principles. That’s why American news- 
papers believe in freedom of speech and the press. 
Ever since they had such a hard time in their infancy 
when the United States was just a babe-in-arms too, 
newspapers have valued their right to print the truth. 

Things you light for always mean more to you. 
The American newspapers haVe used plenty of adhesive 
plaster in their day, and they expect to keep on using 
it to patch themselves up after bat ties- against graft, 
corruption, and threatened loss of liberty. But they 
also expect to keep on using their rights and preroga- 
tives as members of the great American democracy. 

Sometimes the press has had its mouth gaged and 
its hands tied behind its back, and has been told what 
to do. It has seemed hopeless. But its belief in the 
■ rightness of Its cause kept It going. Often on sheer 
nerve and liber It has hung on tenaciously, biding lU 
time, and at the psydiological moment has thrown all 
its weight against the bonds, and broken them, and 
then has taken up the light where It left off. 

Newspapers, like people, are not always right. In- 
tentionally and otherwise, they commit grave errors. 

A few gangster-like publications undertake a life of 
crime, but their career Is usually put to an end with 
speedy force by respecUble fellow-newspapers. Edi- 
torial attacks, boycott, and public opinion cm be as 
fatal to a Dillinger-paper as "the lady In red.” 

Newspapers are usually cynical, hard-bitten, old 
roues with the most sentimental Interiors you ever saw. 
With relentless, brutal thrusts they will jab at the 
san^gged protection of hypocrisy and pretense and 
sneerSS the devious workings of politics. In the next 
breath, TOy 'will dig into their pockets for handker- 
chiefs with one hand, while the other reaches out 
across the country to And a rare medicine for a dying 
child. 

All these components of American newspapers 
make them the voice of a democratic people. Although 
in the last several years restrictions have been placed ■ 
upon them that many thinking newspaper people be- 
lieve are smothering initiative and honest presentation 
of the news, the American press can still give thanks 
for its freedom. 

Both journalists and readers should dwell a mo- 
ment Ml the glorious history of our press, and rsaliza 
how vitally essential It Is to preserve freedom tt ex- 
pMksion for now and the tlnoe to come. 

Swan Joins WASP; 

O+her Alumni Serve 

s KRISTIN SWAN, former University student, grad- 
uated In the eleventh class the Women's Alr-forca 
Service Pilots at Sweetwater, Texas, on April 15, arhlle 
the “WASP Bill,” which would grant commissions to 
the women’s service group, is still under consideration 
in Congress. Miss Swan worked as secretary and 
dietary supervisor before joining the service. 

The newly-graduated WASPs, veterans of more 
than seven months of intensive training, have been 
picked for a variety of non-combat assignments at 
Army Air Bases and training fields throughout the 
“country, thus releasing male pilots for combat duty. 

Gert Henry H. Arnold. Commanding General of 
the Army Air FOTces, in his testimony before the 
House Military Affairs Committee during the course 
of discussion on the WASP Bill, said, "In time, I hope 
"the WASPs may take the places of all male Army 
pilots in the United Sutes for the duration.” 

A rriease from Maxwell Field, Ala., reports that 
five University students have reported to the pre- 
flight school there to begin ^another phase of their 
Ualning in the U. S. Army Air Forces. These men 
are aviation cadets Kenneth M. Herman, who attended 
the University in 1938-39; Ernest T. Hlx, 1940-dl; 
Joseph U Mason, 1938-42 ; Edward D. Meigs, 1938-41; 
and Warren J. RIttertioff, 1940-41.

Suber has been 
commander of the Navy gun crew at his ship for the 
last nine months.

Disappointing Action 

That the sororities on this campus, individually, 
are not aware that there is a war going on is a charge 
which cannot justifiably be ma^. Again and again, 
they have taken the lead in promoting wartime activi- 
ties, blood drives, Christmas stockings, and the like, 
and an Infinite number of times since the bdglnning of 
the war they have been called upon to enter into com- 
petitions for some wartime cause. They have risen 
nobly to the call and we are proud of them. 

In the light of this, a recent action of the Pan-Hel- 
lenic Council, an organization composed of delegates 
of all sororities. Is all the less understandable. 

With more money in their treasury than last year, 
they voted exactly half the amount of last year’s dona- 
tion to the Ibid Cross. It is to their everlasting credit 
that several members of Pan-Hel fought this cut in 
the donation, and in justice to the other members of 
the Council it should be pointed out that the action was 
taken due to the suggestion of a new “advisor” to the 
Council, a woman who has never before had any con- 
nection with the University, and one who, in our opin- 
ion, should not hold the important position which she 
does in regard to Pan-Hd.

Dear Dr. Ragatz; 

Having endlessly cogitated and ceaselessly enquired 
about the problem, I am still unable to fathom the 
point of the majority of the special assignments which 
you give to students of history 40. 

I fail to comprehend the bearing on the history 
course of such tasks as analyzing propaganda touches 
In current periodicals; gathering from an English 
newspaper the differences between the English and 
the American way of life; and writing a story about 
an Illustration of the crusades, or some other picture 
found in the set of varied materials, papers, and books 
which your students are required to buy. 

Perhaps these assignments are educational, and, in 
a way interesting, but they seem to me to belong to 
sonae other courses such as journalism, economics, or 
English composition. 

More important than anything yet mentioned, is 
the fact that these special assignments require so much 
time that a student is likely to neglect the more im- 
portant task of studying the history itself.
